SCHOOL BUDGET 
INGREASED $9,200 
FOR NEXT YEAR 


The board of trustees of the 
Upland elementary school district, 
have adopted a budget for the 
1944-45 school, year totalling 
$110,180.00. This is an increase 
of $9,200.00 over the budget for 
1943-44. The largest increases in 
the budget are general reserve in- 
creased from $4,000 to $6,000; 
teachers’ salaries increased $3,000, 
and capital outlay classification 
increased from $1,000 to $4,850. 

While the amount of the 1944- 
45 budget is $9,200 greater than 
the 1943-44 budget, the amount 
to be raised by local district taxes 
will only be approximately $3,000 
greater. This is due to the fact 








that the credit balance as of June fF 


30, 1944, is approximately $4,000 
greater than that of June 380, 
1943. 

Also, the income from the state 
due to increased attendance, will 
be approximately $2,100 greater.

How much 
money this code saves the growers 
can easily be shown by one typical 
example, Take the three symbols at 
the top of this column: TRP 
BWMP BUAP. Decoded, they say: 
“Weather bureau predicts continued 
hot weather. Do not divert else- 
where any cars Sunkist Lemons en- 
route here, need them all.” 


The code reduces that entire mes- 
sage to twelve letters.

The sales offices send these code mes- 
sages by wire to the Sunkist Build- 
ing in Los Angeles. As fast as they 
come off the telegraph machines 
they are decoded, typed out in plain 
English, and rushed to the sales de- 
partment.
